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REMARKS - General 



1) Regarding the Examiner's responses (1) through (6), the Applicant respectfully 
notes the response and requests that the Applicant's amended claims submitted 
herein be considered patentable under 35 USC Sec. 102. 

2) The Examiner's cited reference Goreta teaches a TV program management 
system to display and control TV programs. Goreta also teaches the display of 
program information on the TV screen as well as on a remote control device. 
Goreta does not teach the retrieval, display and interaction of a viewer with TV 
advertisements as the Applicant's invention teaches. Furthermore, Goreta teaches 
a television viewing program management system, which is stored in the 
television, i.e. no data is stored on a remote control device. The Applicant's 
invention teaches the storing and retrieval of television advertisement contact data 
in a remote control, under the on-demand request by the television viewer. Goreta 
does not teach the use of an on-demand TV viewer's selection of a displayed 
advertisement to contact a representative of the displayed TV advertisement, as 
does the Applicant's invention. 

3) The Examiner's cited reference Darbee et al. teaches a TV remote control unit 
that displays television advertisements. Darbee et al. teaches that the remote 
control is in effect an extension of the television viewing space to capture a 
viewer's attention with unsolicited advertisements, which can be regarded as 
television SPAM / junk-mail solicitation of the TV viewer. This is taught by the 
use of the remote control whilst the viewer is not using it, i.e. advertisements are 
broadcast to the remote without a viewer's request or interaction. Darbee et al. 
teaches a time-based display of unsolicited advertisements on the TV remote 
control's display, i.e. similar as to how advertisement space is currently sold on 
various broadcast television systems. The Applicant's invention teaches the 
retrieval and display of advertisements on an active television display by a 
television viewer, i.e. on-demand only and not unsolicited. Darbee el al. do not

, teach this system of advertisement retrieval and display. As mentioned previously 
what Darbee et al. teach can be viewed as an extension of the Internet SPAM and 
postal-service junk-mail paradigms. The applicant's invention does not teach this, 
but teaches retrieving a TV advertisement that the TV viewer is interested in and 
wants to contact a representative of the advertisement. 

4) Regarding the Examiner's responses (7) through (9), Applicant submits that the 
claimed novel features in the Applicant's amended claims submitted herein 
provide new and unexpected results and hence should be considered unobvious, 
making the claims patentable under 35 USC Sec. 103.
